f,ir*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1964.  The 
Register  General  's  estimate  of  the  mid  year  population  shows  a ivell 
marked  increase  in  population  from  3,930  in  1963  to  4,110  in  1964,  The 
1962  figure  ^7as  3,870  and  the  1961  census  gave  the  population  as  3,821 
so  that  it  seems  that  there  is  a steady  increase,  Hov/ever  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  1951  census  figure  4,491, 

There  were  80  live  births  in  1964r  compared  with  67  in  1963  and  53 
in  1962,  There  was  one  stillbirth  and  one  infant  death. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  53  (48  in  1963  and  45  in  1962),  Most  of 
the  deaths w ere  due  to  Cancer,  Strokes  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
coronary  vessles. 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ?/ere  notified  during  the 
year  and  there  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  Six  cases  of  paratyphoid 
occured  in  To\7yn  but  these  had  been  infected  in  Caernarvonshire  and  no 
further  cases  occured  in  the  area, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr,  Taylor  the  Public  Health  Inspj  ctor,  the  Clerk 
and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  council  for  their  a-operation. 

Finally  I thank  the  members  of  the  council  for  their  support 
during  the  year.

The  discharge  of  crued  sev/age  at  high  tide  from  the 
wharf  storage  tanks  into  the  Dovey  Estuary  still  continues  and  results, 
at  times,  in  pollution  of  the  beaches.  This  gives  rise  to  complaint 
and  so  the  implementing  of  the  Council *s  proposed  new  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  remedying  this  nuisance  is  most  anxiously  awaited. 

Bryncrug . 

The  sewage  pimping  station  and  disposal  works  serving 
this  village  has  been  operating  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Towyn. 

The  system  operated  satisfactorily  in  general  but 
trouble  was  experienced  at  the  pumping  stations  during  the  months  of 
July  and  August  due  to  the  considerable  increase  of  flov;. 

PUBLIC  CLS/iNSING 

The  Council ’s  direct  labour  scheme  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Collections  are 
made  txvice  weekly  at  i^berdovey  and  To\/yn  and  once  weekly  at  Bryncrug. 
Collections  at  Cwrt  are  made  regularly  once  weekly  by  Dolgellau  Rural 
District  Council  on  contract  to  the  Council.

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In  addition  the  Aberdovey  and  Tovvyn  sewers  were  twice 
treated  during  the  year  and  regular  treatments  carried  out  on  the 
Council’s  two  refuse  depositories. 


Public  Conveniences. 

The  eight  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  again 
well  maintained  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition  throughout  the  year 
despite  their  frequent  misuse  by  the  public.  There  is  still  need 
for  additional  toilet  facilities  in  the  area  and  to  meet  this  need 
the  Council  has  provided  one  convenience  at  Bryncrug  and  has  started 
work  on  a second  at  the  Station  in  Toivyn.  It  is  felt  that  this  will 
satisfy  the  demand  for  these  areas. 


Caravan  Sites . 

There  are  now  19  sites  established  under  the  Act  in  the  area 
providing  accommodation  for  1039  caravans.  Some  of  the  sites  increased 
in  size  during  the  year  and  this  helped  to  ease  the  overcrox;ding 
experienced  hitherto.  Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory  but 
during  the  period  July  and  August  some  overcrowding w as  experienced 
and  it  was  apparent  further  accommodation  is  necessary  for  tourists 
passing  through  the  district.  An  urgent  need  for  tented  camping 
sites  xvas  evident  during  the  year. 

Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts. 

No  schemes  were  effected  during  the  year. 


Improvement  Grants. 

Two  applications  for  grant-aid  under  the  provisions  of  the 
House  Purchase  and  xlousing  Act,  1959,  for  improvements  to  houses 
were  received  and  approved  during  the  year.  The  grants  involvea 
amounted  in  total  to  £230.

There  are  28  premises  in  the  District  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  All  ice-crean  sold  in  the  district  is  wrapped  or  pre-packed. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  they  were  all 
found  to  maintain  good  standard  of  hygiene.

Food  Hygiene. 

There  are  113  food  premises  in  the  district,  comprising  9 hotels 
and  licensed  promises,  37  guest  and  boarding  houses,  12  cafes  and 
restaurants,  24  grocers  (including  green-girocers ) 3 fish  frying 
restaurants,  3 bakehouses,  6 school  canteens,,  5 butcher  shops  and 
confectioners  shops.  In  addition  there  are  the  28  ice-cream  premises 
previously  mentioned  in  the  report  although  some  of  these  are  included 
in  the  premises  listed  above 
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The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these 
premises  was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I an  pleased  to 
report  that  several  inprovenents  were  effected  during  the  year.  In 
particular  it  v/as  found  that  a number  of  shops  had  installed 
refrigerated  food  display  cabinets.  An  increasing  number  of  shop- 
keepers, too,  are  displaying  their  goods  in  transparent  wrapped 
containers  which  provide  good  protection  against  external  contanination. 
This  indicatea  an  improved  awareness  of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in 
the  food  catering  industry.
